Now you know, 
x Moſes layes, that Mar was Made afier the Image of 
GOD, and Solomon ſayes, that GOD wade Man up- 
right, to'wit, He appointed him to Actuate his In- 
tellectual Facultics Chiefly and Principally upon 
| Him- 
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Tuſtifhing Faith, 

Himſelf, the Fountain of all Goodneſs, Infinite Beau: 
ty, Infinite Love: and his Sexſes with his Paſſ7ons,Þ 
or Senſitive Aﬀections upon Objects fully Agreeable, 
and Satisfaftory to their ſeveral Capacities : In a 
word, { Nature is to abhorre that which 3s Erzil, and 
to cleave to that which is Good, ns gum Ilan;

Man lives till there be a Separation of the Soul |< 
and Body : for all the Sexſble Motions of any Mans 
Body in this preſent World, that tend Diredtly to 
the Support, or Conſervation of the Senſitive Na- 
ture, vis. to the keeping of the Soul and Body to-F 
gether, are in ſome meaſure Pleaſing, or ſatisfaFo-| 
ry. But by reaſon of thoſe manifold Pains and Dif: 
eaſes, anguiſhes, and diſlatisfactions of our Senſes} 
External, and Internal, which in this preſent World 
we are ſubje&t unto, the Church may well fay asf 
ſhe doth, Iz the midſt of Life we are in Death.

Awake thoze 
ntFhat ſleepeſt, and Ariſe from the Dead, and Chriſt ſhall 
viggive thee Light, the Light of that Glorious Day that 
MW C ſhal! 
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ſhall never End, that Light in which thou ſhalt for 
Ever See, and Enjoy Him in whoſe Preſence there j 
Fullneſs of Joy, and at whoſe Right Hand there an 
Pleaſures for ever more. But I am not able to Ariſc 
from the Dead : Not, in Thine own Naturall Power 
but thou mayſt Certainly by the Power of the Lord's 
Life, that Calls upon Thee to ariſe : This Call, thi

Stop thine Ears againſt it, Thou ſhalt Live for ever 
But I do not yet underſtand this Myſtery, how | 
ſhould Act in the Power of Chriſt. Takeit for Thine 
own, Rely upon It in a Senſe of Thine Intereſt, or 
Propriety in It. How ſhall I do that? why It is in 
manner Thine ownalready,becaule It is Freely off er'4 | 
unto Thee. So that there can be no other Caule of 
thy Abiding in Death, but the Perverſenefsot Thine 
own Wall, Becauſe Thou wilt be a Fool, and Em 
brace this Preſent World, and Dcfpiſe the Lord of 
Glory, Becauſe Thou wilt be the Woritof Mad men, 
a Deſtroyer of Thy f{clt, a Lover of Dcath.
